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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed method and apparatus 
for the regeneration of an electroless metal plating bath, In particular the passing of the 
bath through two electrodialysis arrangements and the passage of the concentrate fluid 
through cation exchanger, wherein the streams of the fluids circulated between the 
arrangements and the tanks are adjusted independently of each other.
